Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  the  honour  to  present  my  first  annual  report  on  the 
sanitary  circumstances  of  the  District  and  of  the  work  carried  out  by  my 
Department  during  the  year  ending  31 st  December/  1933* 

It  has  been  a  year  of  progress  in  the  provision  of  additional 
water  supplies.  The  increased  reservoir  capacity  provided  and  the  new 
mains  laid  have  helped  to  provide  a  piped  water  supply  to  many  outlandish 
properties  and  a  very  pi  easing  feature  of  the  v/orA  carried  out  is  the 
increased  supplies  which  are  being  fed  to  neighbouring  Districts  which  are 
dependent  on  supplies  from  Authorities  where  sources  exist.  » 

Housing  took  a  big  stride  forward  and  the  increased  rate  of 
building  was  much  in  advance  of  previous  years.  While  many  -families  were 
rehoused  and  scheduled  for  re-housing,  it  was  disturbing  to  note  that  the 
housing  lists  were  not  diminishing  in  length,  due  to  new  applications 
coming  to  hand.  In  letting  some  of  these  houses  to  tenants  from  slum 
property,  a  modest  start  was  made  to  clearing  this  evil,  and  it  is  hmped 
to  accelerate  this  rate  in  subsequent  years.  It  was  encouraging  to  note 
that  applications  for  Improvement  Grants  were  on  the  increase  towards  the 
end  of  the  year  and  when  the  building  of  new  houses  slackens  off  the 
Council  would  be  wise  to  consider  improving  their  houses  built  between 
the  wars  and  provide  amenities  which  are  lacking  at  present. 

•Two  sewage,  schemes  v/ere  under  construction  during  the  year  and 
when  one  considers  that  piped  v/ater  is  available  in  all  the  villages,  the 
lack  of  proper  sewage  disposal  is  becoming  a  major  problem  in  some  of  these 
communities. 

The  cleansing  service  in  the  district  has  been  continued  and 
improved  and  it  is  hoped  that  sufficient  water  closet  conversions  will 
have  been  made  in  Market  Weighton  in  the  near  future  to  include  the 
Parish  in  this  service  and  to  dispense  with  the  present  Contract  system. 

Mr.  L.  H.  Poole  was  appointed  to  the  Staff  as  Additional 
Sanitary  Inspector  to  fill  a  vacancy,  created  the  previous  year,  and  he 
took  up  his  duties  on  1st  January,  1933. 

I  should  like  to  place  on  record  my  appreciation  for  the  ready 
assistance  my  Staff  and  .other  Officials  have  given  to  me,  and  to  the 
members  of  the  Council  for  their  support.

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WATER  SUPPLY. 


Pocklington,  Market  Weighton  and  Goodmanham  receive  their 
supplies  fran  private  undertakings  and  the  water  from  these  and  the 
Council  undertakings  is  chlorinated. 

Work  in  connection  with  the  Co-ordination  Scheme,  which  is 
designed  to  increase  water  supplies  to  Howden  and  Beverley  R.D.C.s  was 
proceeded  with  and  the  two  water  mains  which  had  been  completed  In  the 
last  months  of .1952  were  put  into  operation  and  a  supply  was  made  to  the 
neighbouring  district  of  Howden.  The  coistruction  of  two  reservoirs, 
each  of  5000,000  gallons  capacity  was  commenced  and  at  the  end  of  the 

Lee?  COIrPle'’Jsd  and  P1^  into  operation.  It  is  anticipated 
e  o  ex  will  be  completed  and  put  into  service  midway  through 
next  year. 


agricultural  extensions,  which  had  been  commenced  in  the 
late  Summer  of  1951  ,  were  completed  in  the  first  few  weeks  of  the  year  and 
e  new  piped  water  supply  was  will  received  by  the  farmers  situated  on 
these  pipe  lines;  this  was  especially  so  on  the  Wolds,  where  a  long 
standing  problem  had  been  overcome.  New  connections  were  made  to  many 
farms  and  adjoining  farmland.  In  the  later  part  of  the  year,  an 
extension  was  made  from  Loaningdale  to  Londesborough,  an  estate  village, 

\  served  from  a  private  source.  Additional  reservoir  accommo- 

nation  is  to  be  provided  to  maintain  the  supply  to  this  village  and  the 
surrounding  area. 


_  Due  to  increased  demands  and  the  dry  spell  earlier  in  the  year, 
the  springs  in  the  district  fell  lower  than  at  any  time  during  the  twenty 
years’  history  of  the  scheme,  and  it  was  evident  that  some  new  springs 
would  have  to  be  brought  into  use.  Preliminary  work  was  carried  out  to 
ascertain  the  yield  from  additional  springs  at  Kirby  Underdale  and  from 
the  springs  at  Londesborough,  which  will  not  be  required  by  the  village 
when  the  new  extensio:i  from  Loaningdale  is  completed.  These  springs  can 
then  be  utilised  elsewhere  in  the  scheme  and  the  additional  springs  at 
Kirby  Underdale  can  help  to  augment  the  supply  from  this  source.  It 
is  hoped  that  the  yield  from  all  these  springs,  after  the  necessary  works 
have  been  carried  out,  mil  do  much  to  offset  the  increasing  demands  for 
water  in  the  district,  and  to  help  out  the  existing  springs  in  the  dry 
season. 


.Despite  tin  low  stare  of  the  springs,  the  existing  supply  to 
neighbouring  authorities  and  throughout  the  area  was  well  maintained 
during  the  year. 


In  December,  an  Informal  Inquiry  was  held  by  the  Ministry  of 
Housing  and  Local  Government  in  respect  of  the  proposed  purchase  by  this 
Authority  of  the  privately  owned  Market  Weighton  Water  Company. 

83  water  connections  were  made,  and  the  total  metered  supplies 
is  now  917.

PUBLIC ■  CLEANSING. 

The  collection  of  house  refuse  is  carried  out  weekly  In  two 
parishes;  Market  V/eighton  and  Pocklington,  and  fortnightly  throughout 
the  remaining  parishes.  _ 

»  » 

With  the  exception  of  Market  Weigh ton,  where  collection  is 

carried  out  by  a  Contractor,  the  Council  carried  out  collections  in  the 
early  part  of  the  year  with  two  side  loading  vehicles  of  seven  cubic  yards 
capacity  with  two  loader 3  and  a  driver  on  each;  three  tips  were  used  to 
dispose  of  the  refuse*  This  system  involved  a  great  de^.1  of  running 
between  villages  and  tips  and  much  time  was  lost  in  travelling  and 
operational  costs  were  high.  It  was  decided  to  carry  out  a  test  week 
with  a  vehicle  of  .  greater  capacity  to  a  scertain  whether,  the  system  could 
be  improved,  and  the  test  proved  very  satisfactory.  A  vehicle  of  1  6/1  8 
cubic  yards  capacity  was  purchased  and  was  manned  by  a  driver  and  three 
loaders;  the  routes  were  re-rarranged  so  that  the  vehicle  was  in  the 
region  of  a  tip  when  full.  An  extra  tip  was  brought  into  Use  to 
facilitate  this  purpose.  ■ 

Assessing  costs  in  the  last  three  months  of  the  year,  against 

. costs  for' the  same  period  in  previous  years,  it  is  anticipated  that  a 

saving  of  2 Ofo  will  be  effected. 

\  I  SEWAGE__RJNIPICATION_  _AND__DIS?OSAL. 

The  disposal  works  for  the  village  !pf  Bishop  Wilton  was 
completed  and  put  into  operation,  and  at  Market  Weighton  and;  Stamford 
Bridge  schemes  were  put  in  hand  to  deal  with  the  sewage  from  the  new 
houses  in  these  areas.  Both  schemes  were  designed  and  sited  with  a 
view  to  their  being  incorporated  in  future  schemes  to  complete  the 
sewering  of  these  communities.  During  the  year,  some  difficulties  were 
experienced  with  existing  drainage  arrangements  in  some  of  the  villages 
and  it  is  hoped  that  some  steps  will  be  taken  in  the  near  future  to  have 
schemes  for  those  villages,  where  the  greatest  problems  exist. 

The  cleansing  of  open  water  courses  which  are  more  or  less 
sewers  has  been  carried  out  successfully  by  hired  labour.

NEW  HOUSES.

Progress  at  Pocklington  and  Market  Weighton  was  swift 
and  at  the  end  of  the  year  42  houses  were  erected  and  occupied.
